It is an honor to serve the citi- 
zens of Missouri in my new role 
as Chairman of the Missouri 
Board of Geologist Registration. 
| take the responsibility serious- 
ly, to protect the health, safety, 
and welfare of Missouri Citizens 
as related to the practice of geol- 
ogy in our state. Requiring those 
practicing geology to possess a 
license is a proper role of state gov- 
ernment toward the goal of public 
protection and the authors of the Missouri Geologist Reg- 
istration Act persuaded the 87th General Assembly and 
the late Governor Mel Carnahan that geologist registra- 
tion is necessary to protect the citizens. As such, the Act 
set forth the minimum education and experience require- 
ments to obtain the license. The rules promulgated to ad- 
minister the Act include a code of professional conduct.

To be protective of the public, as practitioners, we must 
remember that geology is a profession as well as a sci- 
ence. Using the entrusted title of Registered Geologist 
we must recognize our role as part of a reputable scien- 
tific discipline. The professional practice of geology is 
not only scientific but it engages economics, business 
practices, functions of government, policy making, all 
within the important climate of competition. Competi- 
tion is generally good for the consumer, but when for 
example competition causes the lowering of the price of 
professional services by cutting corners, it may create a 
weakened scientific product by which no one is served 
well. Perhaps in this case of lowering the price, there 
exists an ethical issue. 

Even though proper ethical practice in the geologic pro- 
fession has always been of paramount importance, gen- 
erally the awareness of geological ethics has only grown 
considerably in the last several years. Some ethics writ- 
ers have observed this interest is late in contrast to many 


other professions. This increased interest may be inspired 
by the escalating public awareness of professional eth- 
ics and the fact that now, many professional geologists 
consider ethical decisions as challenging as the technical 
problems. 


Because ethics is a difficult concept to understand and 
many of us have no formal training in the subject, the ex- 
perienced among us are hopefully encouraged to assist 
the inexperienced in our practice. Be mindful of your 
competition when eyeing financial success but more 
mindful of your practice ethics. In the long run, the prop- 
er ethical practice will prevail and the public will be well 
served. It never hurts to refresh your knowledge of what 
is required of the RG in the way of professional conduct. 
That can be as easy as re-reading the practice act and 
rules, 20 CSR 2145-4.010 to 20 CSR 2145-4.040.
